Sex assault allegations: To name names or not? 

The Hyde Park List 
Tumblr page has been 
taken down. But what 
have we learned?

When it comes to sexual assault allegations, is 
it ever a good idea to name names? 

That question arose this week when a 
group claiming to be current and former Uni- 
versity of Chicago students created and then 
deleted an anonymous Tumblr account listing 
the names of six male students and alumni 
who allegedly have perpetrated “gender-based 
violence” against other students. The Tumblr 
blog, which was followed by fliers with the 
names taped around campus, stated that the 
effort is a response to the shortcomings of the 
university’s sexual assault policy, which is un- 
der federal investigation. 

The Tumblr page, dubbed “The Hyde Park 
List,” was posted sometime Sunday, according 
to a cached version of the site. It was deleted 
Monday, restored Tuesday and deleted again 
by Wednesday Still, the Tumblr page and fli- 
ers sparked a firestorm among the student 
body just days before classes begin Monday 

By Wednesday night, the controversy had 
grown to include a hacked student website, 
an online campaign targeting a sexual assault 
survivor, a campus rally and warnings from 
university officials that the anonymous post- 
ers could face disciplinary action. 

While some students criticized the list for 
damaging the reputations of men who have 
not been proven to be perpetrators of sexual 
violence, the Tumblr’s creator or creators 
wrote on the page that it was designed to put 
a spotlight on a troubling issue at a time when 
new students are most vulnerable. 

In an apparent response to the allegations 
on the Tumblr page, a group of hackers claim- 
ing to be students appeared to have hacked 
the student-run MODAChicago.com website, 
re-titling it “The Real Hyde Park List.” There,

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the hackers posted an attack against a student 
sexual assault activist and threatened to “rape 
harder” in response to the campus outcry 
over the sexual violence accusations. 

“The point of our list is a little different,” 
the hacked site read. “Its mission is to keep 
the Hyde Park community safe from people 
who publicly accuse other people of commit- 
ting varying levels of gender-based violence.” 

MODAChicago.com, which belongs to a 
student fashion show, was inaccessible Thurs- 
day morning. 

The university is working with law enforce- 
ment authorities to address the hacking of 
MODAChicago.com, according to university 
spokesman Jeremy Manier. University offi- 
cials also said in a statement that they do not 
condone any of the anonymous accusations. 

On Wednesday night, scores of students 
rallied on the university’s Hyde Park campus 
to show support for survivors of sexual assault 
and other types of violence. At least one car- 
ried a sign that read, “Threats won’t break our 
strength,” according to reports. 

To some observers, the actions are a long 
overdue response to inadequate policies and 


a larger culture that blames victims. To others, 
the effort represents a kind of campus vigilan- 
tism that could do more harm than good— and 
could be grounds for defamation lawsuits. 

Colby Bruno, senior legal counsel for the 
Boston-based Victim Rights Law Center, said 
it is not uncommon for victims of sexual as- 
sault or harassment to turn to social media to 
seek redress, particularly when they belong 
to a tight-knit community with its own struc- 
tures for leadership and discipline, such as a 
college campus, a religious sect or the military 

‘All of these are very insular communities. 
Everyone knows the perpetrator, and that’s 
what makes the tool of naming the perpetra- 
tor so powerful,” she said. 

Survivors who choose to publicly name 
their violators often have similar goals in 
mind, Bruno said. 

‘A lot of victims want to report someone, 
but they don’t want anything done about it. 
They just want to report that it happened and 
most of them say it’s just in case it happens to 
someone else,” she said. 

Also, publicly accusing someone of sexual 
assault outside the format of the criminal jus- 


tice system or a university disciplinary system 
could be considered defamation— a civil of- 
fense. It’s a problem that is likely to grow as 
social media supplants other forms of com- 
munication, particularly among Millenni- 
als, according to Andrew Miltenberg, a New 
York-based attorney who is handling several 
Title IX cases. 

“Having not gotten relief either from the 
police or a disciplinary panel, people are turn- 
ing to social media,” he said. “To me, it feels like 
a form of vigilante justice. You can find yourself 
assassinated online, so to speak, without hav- 
ing been found responsible for anything.” 

To Bruno, survivors are likely to continue 
turning to social media for support until oth- 
er, more formal avenues for recording their 
stories open up. 

‘As soon as people start fixing the systems 
that victims can go through, then I think 
many victims will seek redress either through 
the criminal or the civil justice systems or the 
disciplinary process,” she said. “But until then, 
victims have to make sure that their fellow 
women are safe, and that’s how they do it.”

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O’Hare escalator in crash to be fixed next year

Arriving next year at the CTA O’Hare stop: a 

new escalator. 

The CTA plans to replace the escalator 
damaged in March when a Blue Line train de- 
railed and crashed into the platform. Thirty- 
two people were injured in the accident, and 
the operator of the train was fired after she 
admitted that she had dozed off at the con- 
trols. 

CTA spokeswoman Ibis Antongiorgi said 
the new escalator is currently in design and 
will be installed sometime in 2015. A final 
construction schedule is in development. The 
escalator cost has not yet been determined, 
Antongiorgi said. 

“Our goal is to have the escalator rein- 
stalled as soon as possible,” Antongiorgi said 
in an email to RedEye. 

The O’Hare stop was closed for nearly a 
week after the crash to repair the damage, 


which totaled $9 million. The destroyed esca- 
lator was replaced with a staircase. Currently, 
there is one escalator and two staircases that 
connect the platform to the turnstiles. 

The station’s traffic flow setup likely will 
experience its greatest test next month. Tra- 
ditionally the O’Hare Blue Line stop logs 
its highest ridership total for the year on the 
Friday before the Chicago Marathon, which 
usually draws 40,000-plus runners and about 
1.7 million spectators. 

Last year, there were 15,221 entries at the 
O’Hare stop on Oct. 11, the Friday before the 
marathon, according to CTA data. On that 
day in 2012, there were 16,175 entries. 

The O’Hare stop logged about 
10,000 rides on a typical weekday last year. 

Some 45,000 runners are expected for this 
year’s Chicago Marathon, which will take 
place Oct. 12.

Local store skeptical of Urban’s vinyl claim

Great job, hipsters. 

The largest seller of vinyl albums in the 
world is now Urban Outfitters, the compa- 
ny’s chief administration officer, Calvin Hol- 
linger, said Thursday morning. According to 
Vox, Hollinger made the claim on a public 
earnings call with investors, saying music is 
“very, very” important to an Urban Outfitters 
consumer. 

In 2013, 6.1 million albums were sold in 
the United States overall, the largest number 
since 1991, according to Nielsen SoundScan. 

Chicago shops aren’t necessarily buying 
Hollinger ’s statement. Matt Jencik, a manag- 
er at Wicker Park’s Reckless Records, which 
is across the street from an Urban Outfitters 
store, said he’s skeptical. 

“I just kind of assumed they were talking 
out of their ass,” he said. “I don’t know how 
they could know that.” 

Jenick said he’s sure Urban Outfitters as 
a whole — there are more than 1,000 stores 
nationwide— sells more than the three 
Reckless Records locations. But he said local 
shops offer much more variety, and often sell 
for much cheaper than Urban Outfitters. 


“I’ve been in there before, they usually 
don’t have very much,” he said. “They’ll only 
have 10 actual titles sometimes. They just 
put that story in there as an afterthought to 
make their store look cool.” 

Take Interpol’s LP “El Pintor” for exam- 
ple. At Urban Outfitters, it’s priced at $21.98. 
Across the street at Reckless, the same new 
LP is $15.99. 

In 2012, according to Forbes, independent 
record stores accounted for 64 percent of vi- 
nyl sales. 

In March, Urban told BuzzFeed that it’s 
been trying to recapture young adult cus- 
tomers, aged 18-28, instead of the teenage 
crowd it’s been drawing as of late. 

Could younger buyers be driving a vinyl 
resurgence? 

Jenick said that he’s noticed younger shop- 
pers at Reckless, and that at least at his loca- 
tion, the vinyl trend is continuing to climb. 

“Every day I feel like there {are} people 
coming in here that are buying records for 
the first time,” he said. “None of us will ever 
complain about getting kids in here.”

U.S. Attorney General Holder resigns 



Eric Holder, an unapologetic liberal voice and one 
of President Obama’s closest allies, said Thursday 
he will step down as U.S. attorney general after a 
term marked by advances in civil rights and fre- 
quent battles with Republicans in Congress. 

Holder, the nation’s first black chief prosecu- 
tor, will remain in office until a successor is nomi- 
nated and confirmed, Obama said at a briefWhite 
House announcement. Standing next to Holder, 
he called his friend’s departure “bittersweet.” 

“I will never leave the work. I will continue to 
serve,” said Holder, whose nearly six years in the 
office make him one of the nation’s longest serv- 
ing attorneys general. 

Holder’s departure sets up a potentially tense 
confirmation battle with Republicans in a lame- 
duck U.S. Senate session scheduled after the 
Nov 4 midterm elections. Republicans hope to 
gain a Senate majority in the elections, making it 
likely Obama will send up a nomination before a 
new Congress convenes in January 

His successor will face an array of challenges, in- 
cluding managing counter-terror initiatives aimed 
at Islamic State militants, balancing privacy rights 
against government eavesdropping efforts and de- 


ciding whether to continue attempts to prosecute 
former spy agency contractor Edward Snowden, 
now living in Russia, for revealing surveillance se- 
crets. 

A White House official said Obama has not 
made a decision on a Holder replacement. Names 


floated for the job include Manhattan U.S. At- 
torney Preet Bharara, Solicitor General Don Ver- 
rilli, former Associate Attorney General Tom Per- 
relli, California Attorney General Kamala Harris, 
Brooklyn U.S. Attorney Loretta Lynch and Mas- 
sachusetts Gov Deval Patrick.

Qatar pulled out of the women’s basket- 
ball competition at the Asian Games on 
Thursday after refusing to abide by in- 
ternational regulations preventing them 
from wearing hijabs, while organizers said 
they were powerless to do anything about 
it. The Qatari players had been asked to 
remove their head coverings before their 
opening group game against Mongolia on 
Wednesday, but chose to forfeit the game 
instead.

KACEY MUSGRAVES has won over a lot of people. But the Gram my- wi n n i ng , 
breakout country star took particular delight in converting fans who were only there 
to see the headliner on Musgraves’ recent tour opening for Katy Perry 


“When we first came out and started play- 
ing, you could see slight confusion— maybe 
intrigued confusion— when they saw a bunch 
of country-western people,” the 26 -year-old 
singer/songwriter said by phone from Las Ve- 
gas, where she was “putting some lashes on.” 
“Then by the end of the song they were kind 
of clapping a little more. Then the next song, 
claps got a little louder. By the time I got to 
‘Merry Go ’Round,’ they were kind of singing 
along, and then at the end, I think they were 
excited. So it was cool to have the challenge 
of being in a different genre [and see] it go 
well.” 

Not that it’s surprising Musgraves brought 
listeners on her side. In the past year-and-a- 
half, the Texas native deservedly has become 
the biggest new voice in country on the heels 
of her fantastic, unrestricted-by-traditional- 
genre-limitations album “Same Trailer, Dif- 
ferent Park.” For her biggest Chicago show to 


date, she headlines Saturday at the Riviera, a 
very rare case of a country music artist play- 
ing a big theater inside city limits. 

You’ve said that growing up you had quite 
a bit of sass, and your teachers could give 
plenty of examples. Can you think of an un- 
told story they might have about your sass? 

{Laughs.} Oh my gosh. Well, there’s probably 
many The main thing I got in trouble for 
was talking and talking back. And being late. 
I’m always like five or 10 minutes behind the 
world. Yeah, I couldn’t help it: I was always 
late to class and always talking and social- 
izing. I thought school was more of a social 
time than learning time. I enjoyed school, 
though, but I think it was because of the 
social aspect. I feel bad looking back. I was 
just a little bitch sometimes, talking back. 

I remember this one time in chemistry, 
the teacher called me out because she said 


my skirt was see-through, and it was a white 
cotton skirt and it totally wasn’t see-through. 
And it was me and the class against her, and 
they were all on my side. And they were 
like, “It’s not see-through!” And she was 
like, “You’re going to have to go home and 
change!” I was like, “I live 10 miles from here. 
I can’t go home and change. I don’t have a 
car. My parents are working. No.” It turned 
into this massive thing, and my mom had to 
come up there. It was a big debate. They had 
this panel of people judging whether my skirt 
was see-through. It was a big mess. 

What was the resolution? 

I had to change, but ... my mom was pissed 
she had to leave work. 

Last time you were in the Chicago area was 
as an opening act for Lady Antebellum at 
Allstate Arena. What’s something you’ve 
learned being an opening act that will serve 
you well on this headlining tour? 

Every time you tour with a different person, 
you take away something different. ’Cause 
everybody’s got their own way of doing 
things. Since being on the road with Katy 


Perry, I feel like I’ve definitely become a 
better performer. She leaves no room for you 
not to give it your all every night because 
there’s so much going on with her show and 
she’s such a performer. But then right before 
her, I was out with Willie Nelson and Alison 
Krauss, and it’s just getting to see people 
who are just all about the quality of the songs 
above anything else, which was really inspir- 
ing, too. I’ve gotten to see the best of both 
worlds. 

What can people expect from your live show 
at this point? 

Mainly, I just want to create good vibes. 
Before I was an artist, quote-unquote, I was a 
songwriter, and every weekend I tried to play 
as many songwriting rounds as I could, so I 
really got into the whole “listening crowd” 
environment. I want there to be a way to 
blend some high energy with also the fact 
that people can listen to lyrics. Visually I like 
a theme, so it’s colorful and western— we call 
it “acid western.” There’s neon cactus going 
on and cool desert stuff and sparkly suits; 
just fun visual candy, but just hopefully good 
country songs, too.

While it’s kind of difficult for people to get 
their hands on your early stuff— material 
about which you’ve said you have regrets— 
someone posted full streams of your albums

I don’t know, I think it’s a little more 
dramatic than real life. It’s been interesting 
to see country music portrayed in that way. 
Entertainment, you know 

Why are songs about trailers better than 
songs about trucks? 

{Laughs.} I’m nobody to say any song is bet- 
ter than anything. I like songs about trailers 
because, well, for one, I’ve lived in one, so I 
get to poke fun at it a little bit. Trailer parks 
are just a fun environment. There’s a lot of 
people constantly moving in and out, so that 
lends itself to some craziness sometimes. It’s 
just kind of an inspiring environment to me. 

Are there a lot of misconceptions about 
them? Maybe that’s why the storytelling 
becomes more interesting in songs about 
trailers because people know what’s up 
with trucks but there’s more to say about 
trailer parks. 

Maybe. You know, I’m not hatin’. I like a 
good truck like anybody, so who’s to say?

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‘Jimi’s’ got groove 

|||] Jimi: All is by My Side 



Alluring and elusive, 
“Jimi: All is by My 
Side” refuses to spell 
everything out. It’s 
not a musical biopic 
that tracks an artist’s 
career from begin- 
ning to end and asks 
the actor (in this case, 
Outkast’s Andre Ben- 
jamin) to play ages 
1 6 to 6o. (Looking at 
you, “Jersey Boys.”) 
Instead, writer/di- 
rector John Ridley 
(Oscar-winning writer of “12 Lears a Slave”) 
seeks Jimi Hendrix’s woozy laid-back vibe, 
tossed with a fondness for spontaneous inspi- 
ration and the aural and emotional fireworks 
that sometimes result. 

In what might be the part he was born to 
play (not including human transporter for 
funky space rap), Benjamin stars as the titular 
guitar legend, seen only from late-1966 to 
mid-67 as Hendrix begins making a name for

himself in London. Keith Richards’ girlfriend 
Linda Keith (Imogen Poots, everywhere this 
year) motivates Hendrix, and he hires The 
Animals’ bassist Chas Chandler (Andrew 
Buckley) as his manager. Hendrix takes life 
as it comes (particularly music and women), 
shacking up with Kathy (Hayley Atwell) until 
the wind pushes him in another direction. 
Throughout, Ridley includes relevant imagery 
and one extended conversation on race, only to 
have his subject separate himself from it. “Lou 
could be a symbol,” he’s told by a much-talk, 
little-action black activist emphasizing the 
difference between the perception of white 
blues players and black blues players. Says 
Hendrix: “I’m just playing my guitar.” 

There are a few moments I hope really 
happened this way: Eric Clapton (Danny 
McColgan) exclaims, “Is he really that 
[bleeping] good?” after Hendrix asks to join 
Cream on stage and subsequently wails. Keith 


Richards (Ashley Charles) expresses jealousy 
for the time Linda’s spending with her new 
favorite musician, who records with the 
lights off and chooses a drummer with a coin 
flip. With Benjamin’s relaxed performance 
(impressively playing mid-20s in his late-30s) 
that still allows for his character’s periodic 
violent outbursts, Hendrix is an effortless 
enigma, hiding nothing while not revealing all. 

As such, many will want more from this 
slow, casual story— more biographical details, 


more musical development, more rising action 
and more songs. That’s fair. But it’s not that 
kind of movie. In Ridley’s eyes, Hendrix didn’t 
want to look too far backward or forward 
and didn’t want to talk much at all. (When he 
innocently defends his appearance by asking, 
“Have you ever met a real pimp?” I imagined 
Benjamin’s Outkast partner, Big Boi, asking 
the same question with a much different 
cadence.) He wanted to groove, baby and the 
movie floats there with him.

Denzel hasn’t fallen 


Let’s see how many 
past Denzel Wash- 
ington titles can be 
sensibly incorporated 
into a description of 
“The Equalizer,” a 
serious movie about 
an ex-agent/killer/ 
whatever who’s comically good at his old job. 
Robert McCall (Washington) is unstoppable. 
Once he gets started, he is a man on fire, and 
bad guys will experience a crimson tide. His 
repetitive killings inspire a sense of deja vu, 
and his un-policed actions turn him into a 
vigilante American gangster. His war on Rus- 
sian goons isn’t a rainstorm; Robert is the 
hurricane, and these guys are out of time. 

OK, some of those were a stretch. But 
“The Equalizer” could use a little lightness 
to underline the utter absurdity of the 
invincibility of its main character, a widower 
who works at Home Depot-esque Home 
Mart but eventually gets back to his old 
ways. This begins as Robert defending the 
inevitable hooker with a heart of gold (Chloe 
Grace Moretz) but continues until this one- 
man wrecking crew can eliminate an entire 
army of baddies without raising his voice. 

Based on a mid-’8os TV series and

directed by Washington’s “Training Day” 
helmer Antoine Fuqua (“Olympus Has 
Fallen”), “The Equalizer” is actually better 
than it deserves to be. It has mood and 
moxie. Though Robert’s really never in 
trouble— you best believe he’s going to get 
good use out of many of the tools at his 
workplace— the movie has a fair amount 
of suspense, with Fuqua allowing death to 
linger in the shadows. 

So what if there’s irritating slo-mo and a 
disappointing ending, followed by another 
ending and then another ending? So what 
if “The Equalizer” is too long and seems to 
have been shot on some of the same Boston 
streets as “Mystic River”? Washington gives 
Robert, a corruption- and pimp-fighting 
Robin Hood, kindness and intelligence, 
and Marton Csokas brings unexpected 
personality to main foe Teddy Who he is is 
complicated, Teddy says of himself, but what 
he is is simple. That’s good writing, delivered 
with enough promised danger to put a chill 
down your spine.

identify why the subject’s so intent on spend- 
ing time alone. Robyn also notes that she 
shouldn’t have to defend herself, and she’s 
right. 

Somewhat recalling “Into the Wild” 

(which happened more than a decade later), 
“Tracks” chronicles a woman oddly motivat- 
ed by her lack of survival qualifications. “I’d 
like to think an ordinary person is capable of 
anything,” she says. That’s both inspiring and 
a bit delusional if you ask me. Wasikowska 
(“Only Lovers Left Alive”) holds our interest 
in Robyn even as the movie doesn’t capture 
the feeling of extreme thirst or the terror of 
having an angry camel running toward you. 
Or much purpose behind the film, period. 
We see snippets of Robyn walking 20 miles 
per day and many calling her, to her chagrin, 
“the camel lady” It’s obvious why she often 
elects to brave the heat in her underwear. 

Like many just-OK movies based on true 
stories, “Tracks” probably would make a 
better doc to gain more perspective on the 
journey and its long-term effects on those 
involved. It’s not as rewarding a trip as “The 
Way Back” or as boring as “Gerry” Viewers 
will shrug off what they see of this real born 
wanderer. Then they’ll go read about her.

Monsters! (Wink) 



Let’s think of the 
ways in which the 
3-D stop motion- 
animated “The 
Boxtrolls” is a mash- 
up of elements from 
many other family 
movies. A child raised 
by non-humans? “The Jungle Book.” That kid 
freaking out everyday society with his raw 
behavior? “Encino Man.” So-called monsters 
afraid of humans? “Monsters Inc.” People 
who unknowingly demonize what they don’t 
understand? “ParaNorman.” Cheese as the 
ultimate prize? That’s Wallace’s passion in 
“Wallace and Gromit.” 

Luckily “The Boxtrolls,” adapted from 
the 2005 novel “Here Be Monsters!” comes 
from Laika, the animation studio behind 
“ParaNorman” and “Coraline.” Like those 
films, “The Boxtrolls” offers imagination 
fireworks for a while and struggles to keep 
them exploding all the way through. It’s also 
more fun and clever than the vast majority 
of animated movies out there.

is a riot as the voice of Archibald Snatcher, 
who leads the charge to exterminate all 
boxtrolls from a society that has feared 
them since they appeared to kidnap a 
child. (The boxtrolls also periodically bite 
people but are not motivated by bath salts.) 
That kid has grown up to be Eggs (Isaac 
Hempstead Wright), so called because that’s 
the item displayed on the box he wears; his 
best boxtroll pals are Fish and Shoe. Eggs 
emulates his guardians’ fondness for eating 
bugs and, oddly has developed a full human 
vocabulary 

Lord Portley-Rind (Jared Harris), who 
values cheese above all and says things like, 
“What in gouda’s name is going on?,” has 
promised Snatcher a coveted white hat if he 
dispatches all the boxtrolls. The statement 
about the 1 percent here is clear and strong, 
particularly when Portley-Rind insists you 


have to earn the hat, and one of his pals 
notes that you also can just get it by being 
rich. Snatcher looks down on the boxtrolls, 
saying they have no ambition— a classic, 
stereotypical way of ignorantly looking down 
on the lower class. 

The message about status being a state 
of mind only works to a certain extent; 
living in the sewer is living in the sewer, 


no matter your perspective. But like all 
good animated flicks, “The Boxtrolls” 
has plenty of delightful details, including 
Eggs’ developing rapport with Lord 
Portley-Rind’s daughter (Elle Fanning) and 
Snatcher’s three henchmen of varying size 
and uniformly low intelligence. Amusingly, 
they think they’re good guys. Because 
doesn’t everybody?

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SUPERSIZE IT 


ALREADY PIZZA-HEAVY 
WEST LOOP BLOCK GETS 
MASSIVE PIZZERIA PARLOR

Eventually, the club kids become restaurant 
owners. Jerry Kleiner parlayed his experi- 
ences at Cairo and Shelter into Marche and 
Carnivale. DineAmic, the group behind for- 
mer late-night lounge Stone Lotus, opened 
Italian resto Siena Tavern and is working on 
a steakhouse called Prime & Provisions. And 
now, The LGN Group (which brought you 
once-bumping River North hangouts RiNo 
and Manor) is making a bid for culinary star- 
dom with a West Loop pizzeria called Parlor. 
‘At some point, clubs weren’t a challenge,” 
LGN managing partner Michael Bisbee 
said of his shift from clubs to restaurants. 
“You can only provide so much Ketel One, 
Cheetos and Miller Lite. People move on 


after a couple years,” he said. “We had great 
success at RiNo and Manor, but you put a 
lot more detail into creating a restaurant.” I 
stopped in recently to see if the Parlor crew 
could parlay nightlife sizzle into culinary 
supremacy by putting pizza before panache 
and breads ticks before bottle service. 

The crust 

The pies at Parlor are good, but not great, 
and it’s the dough that holds them back. 
Bisbee said the dough undergoes a 24-hour 
cold rise or proof, which should be enough to 
develop the right kind of interior chew and 
puffy edge that is the hallmark of a stellar 
Neapolitan-style pizza. While the crust has 
a pleasant smokiness imparted by the fancy 


oak-burning Pavesi ovens from Modena, 

Italy the edges are deflated, and the center 
is a little too airy and thick for this style of 
pizza. This is surprising, considering three 
members of the LGN crew, including Bisbee, 
trained at Roberta’s in Brooklyn, one of the 
best Neapolitan-style pizza makers in the 
country 

The toppings 

Parlor excels in its topping selection and 
punny naming conventions. Combos that 
didn’t sound great to me on paper— such 
as the Sgt. Pepper ($12) made with truffle 
oil, marinara and pepperoni— are actually 
damn good. The funk of the truffle adds 
a nice top note to the sweet and peppery 


marinara. Same goes for the Hawaii Pie-O 
($14) featuring spicy pineapple, prosciutto, 
coconut cheese (coconut cream replaces 
some of the milk in the cheese-making 
process) and green onion. While it smelled 
like someone spilled a pina colada on a pizza, 
the pungent sweetness really cut through 
the salty Italian ham and sharp green onion. 
The worst-named pie, I Leel Like Bacon 
Love ($12), featuring curls of Nueske’s bacon, 
shaved rounds of yukon gold potato, ribbons 
of scallion and a blanket of white cheddar, 
tasted like the Dressed Baked Potato from 
Outback Steakhouse. Lrom someone who is 
well-acquainted with the menu at the home 
of the Bloomin’ Onion, I assure you that this 
is appreciation and not indictment. 
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The sauce 

Many of Parlor’s pies have no sauce at all, but 
those that feature the tomato sauce made 
with San Marzano tomatoes benefit from its 
nice mellow, sweet body and peppery bite. 

Other stuff 

On weekends, a modified brunch menu 
featuring fewer pizzas and more breakfast- 
skewing items such as chilaquiles 
($10) and corned beef hash ($9) is 
served from 10:30 a.m. to 4 p.m. 

One of the brunch features is a 
gigantic build-your-own-bloody- 
mary bar featuring the best and 
widest selections of ingredients 
I’ve ever seen. The servers deliver 
you a plastic souvenir tumbler filled 
with your choice of a shot of Tito’s ($9), 
Ketel One ($10) or Grey Goose ($11) vodka 
and then direct you to a salad bar of sorts, 
which features more pickles than the Vlasic 
factory, an epic charcuterie platter, a selec- 
tion of candied bacon and beef jerky, plus 
the usual condiments such as Worcestershire 
sauce, limes and horseradish. Bloody mary 
mix choices include Zing Zang and Mc- 
Clure’s; both are good, but the McClure’s has 
a unique pickle brine and chili kick. If you’re 
between paychecks, this is an awesome 
cocktail-that’s-sort-of-a-meal deal. 

There is also a whole loaf of beer-infused 
bread stuffed with— brace yourself— moz- 
zarella, shallots, scallion cream, parmesan, 
pepperoni, cherry peppers and enough garlic 
to kill all the vampires in all of the popular 
undead novels. As a nod to Little Caesars’ 
Crazy Bread, it’s called Craziest Bread ($10). 
The loaf was crusty spicy and gooey; it’s so 
good that it almost justifies that nonsensi- 
cal but time-honored tradition of order- 
ing cheese-covered bread before a meal of 
pizza, which is essentially another helping of 
cheese-covered bread. 

The service 

Though Parlor is not a corporate franchise 
like, say TGI Fridays, it is huge. The massive 
wood-burning ovens, towering shelves hold- 


ing logs, the curated assortment of desserts 
on the take-out counter and the flashing 
neon pizza sign make it feel more like a 
theme park than a restaurant. My server and 
food runners seemed distracted, annoyed and 
hurried, and did very little to bring the giant 
experience down to a personal level. They 
dropped pizzas off in no particular order 
without explaining which pies they delivered 
and didn’t ask anyone at my table if we 
wanted refills or new drinks when 
our glasses ran dry 

Also, on weekends, be warned 
that Parlor seems to treat its 
brunch menu like McDonald’s 
handles breakfast. I checked out 
the menu beforehand and was 
salivating at the thought of ordering 
the Claw and Order lobster pizza ($16), 
which was not on the brunch menu. Though 
I placed my order at 3:38 p.m. and the menu 
would change over at 4 p.m., the server said 
they could make no exceptions and couldn’t 
cook a pizza for me from the dinner menu. 

The scene 

Befitting the team that launched fist-pump- 
ing Manor and RiNo, Parlor is pretty brotas- 
tic. There’s a rooftop deck (not yet in service, 
but projected to open next spring) featuring 
a freight shipping container that will operate 
as a full-service bar, and an expansive patio 
stuffed with campground-chic picnic tables 
and the obligatory tangle of exposed bulb 
string lights. Inside, it’s all chocolate-colored 
tufted leather banquettes, timber trusses and 
columns and almost as many TVs as Best Buy 

The bottom line 

Parlor is a great place to catch a game, do 
brunch or people-watch on a magnificent 
patio over decent pizza and killer bloody 
marys. If you’re looking for breathtaking 
Neapolitan pies with exceptional chew and 
puffy blistered edges, you’re better off seek- 
ing them up the street at S0H0 House’s Pizza 
East or Nellcote. reporters visit restaurants
